In claim 7, item "d", the recitation of a suspension joint allowing the leaf spring 
suspension to rotate and allow the longitudinal bed section to pivot and maintain the 
axles in position, in combination with the rest of the recited structure, defines over the 
prior art. Browning ('324) uses extending axles and modifying the trailer of Browning 
would alter the function. 

In claim 12, item "f, the recitation of a set of arms pivotally connected to said 
axle to facilitate movement of the platform, in combination with the rest of the recited 
structure defines over the prior art. Browning ('324) does not disclose arms pivotally 
attached to the axles, and modifying the trailer of Browning would alter the function.
